THE WATER QUESTION. — 

Apropos of‘the question of the Riehmond water district, re- 
cently this paper discussed the things to decide and the real business 
of buying something. 

It seems to the Daily News that buying a water system is a good 
deal like buying a suit of clothes, as we have before remarked. A 
man might need a suit of clothes and need that suit badly. But if 
he knew he didn’t have the money to get that suit, and if he were 
certain. he would not be able to make the payments on the suit arid 
still be able to buy groceries, he wouldn’t buy the suit, would he? 
He Would not. a5 

So, then, doesn’t it seem logical for us to determine how much 
this new water plant is going to cost, then determine whether or not 
-we can meet the payments, liquidate the bonds when they come due, 
and:meet the interest promptly, at the same time having enough left 
to buy groceries, as it were? ; 

Thére seems to “be little question that Richmond needs a better 

, water supply. Most persons who have discussed the matter with 
the editor of this paper have expressed themselves as believing we 
do. need’ new ‘water aystem. 

‘When this question, apparently easy of answer, is settled, then 
the th , to do ise consider’ dtr present tax rate, the probabilities 
of future tax rates, and what city improvements are apt to cost us. 

If‘we determine that we can afford a.new water system for the 
Richmond distriet, then by all means let ug consider the systeni'of- 
fered us at the price it is offered, and determine whether it is a good 
investment at. that price. 

There is onc danger, however, that ‘oust be considered, and it 
is that many of the small home owners, the men and women working 
for a living on moderate. wages, live in the outskirts of Richmond 

. where comparatively little civic improvement has been carried out. 
>». When it ia desirable that those agate sections eh improved 
> for the'sake of their own development, “the ‘then existing tax rate 
+ maight make it impossible for the man paying for the cottage home

Thus ‘it may be seen that we could actually restrict the growth 
and development of our city later on by overinvesting in a water 
system at this time. i ; 

It is to be understood that the Daily News is not asserting that 
such would be the case. We may be able to figure out a way whereby 
the buying of the water system would not interfere with the growth 
and development of the outlying parts of the city when the time 
comes for them to be developed, but it is a question which demands 
serious consideration and then when we know we are right we should 
go ahead. ; 

Many persons after reading a previous editorial in this paper 
on the water question asked how this paper stands on the proposition. 
This paper has no desire to dodge the issue. It stands just this way: 

If we find we need a new water system, and if we find we can 
afford a new water system, and if we find the purchase of a new water 
system at this time will not work an undue hardship on the tax- 
payers, and if we then find that the water system is a good invest- 


ment, and if we find that the system offered is worth the money it is|' 


proposed to charge for it, then the Daily News ig for the purchase 
of a new water system for the Richmond district. 

If we find all of these things are not true, in other words, if we 
find the system is not a good investment, or if it is a good investment 
we cannot afford it and would grind down the taxpayer and make 
this a city in which only millionaires could afford to live by buying 
the system at this time, then this paper is against it. 

And certainly we believe that a calm, serious, careful, cautious’ 
investigation of the business and financial phases of the question can 
do no harm to the proposition if it is a good one, and if it is a bad 
one the more harm done it the better. 

So let us consider the-situation carefully and determine things 
in their proper order, then take up the others in their relative order 
and importance. A water system is a big undertaking. ; 


‘THE TELEPHONE RAISE. 


The most unique argument ever presented by any company, un- 
less, perhaps, it is the loot-ridden United Railroads Company, for 
increasing rates has been put forward by the Pacifi¢ Telephone and 
Telegraph Company. 

That concern comes forward with a plea for increasing its 
rates on the ground that the increase in population, meaning, of 
course, an increase in the number of telephones used, has caused the 
company to have to use more telephone girls and put in bigger 
exchanges. 

Good heavens! If this be true, then the company which supplies 
New York City with its telephone service should charge about $4000 
® year per telephone in order to break even. 

In other words, the more business the telephone company gets 
the more phones it puts into commission, all paying their profit, of 
course, the more money it has to have for service. , 

Exactly the same proposition as it would be if a merchant buying 
in carload lots had to pay a higher price for his supplies because it 
takes more cars to haul it. 

We have heard of some things outside the museums that sounded

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Labor produces 
all wealth why 
not labor enjoy it. 


Nashville, Tenn., June 17.—The 
factory inspectors and labor commis- 
sioners in session here have decided 
to amalgamate the two organizations 
and form a new society to be known 
as the Association of Government 
Labor Officials of the United States 
and Canada. 

Barney Cohen, assistant factory in- 
spector of Illinois was elected tem- 
porary president. In_his report he 
urged the following as a progtam of 
labor legislation to be pressed by 
members of the association: 

“I, would suggest that" we might 
unite on an eight-hour day for women 
that we might limit their employ- 
ment between the hours of 6a. m. and 
9 p. m., that we prohibit female em- 
ployment during pregnancy and four 
weeks after child birth; that we raise 
the minimum wage limit for the em- 
ployment of children to 16 years in- 
stead of 14 as at present, that we 
raise the standards of compulsory 
school attendance laws, that we in- 
creage the mother’s pension in order 
to compensate the family which {Is 
deprived of the earnings of the little 
ones by reason of the increased min- 
imum age, that we prohibit night 
work for all under 18 and confine 
their hours of labor between the 
hours of 6 a. m. and 9 p. m.; that we 
make it incumbent upon the state to 
demand a certificate of physical fit- 
ness for each child under 16 before 
it may go to work; that we require 
all factories, mercantile establish- 
ments and other places of employ- 
ment to register their correct name 
and address and the full number of 
employes at a certain time each year; 
that we favor the exemption of the 
child labor law in the case of stage 
children who receive proper educa- 
tional training from a qualified tutor 
or governess, which exemption be 
placed in the hands of the labor com- 
missioner or factory inspector; that 
we insist on the proper protection of 
structural workers by supplying scaf- 
folds; that we further protece metal 
polishers through the use of exhaust 
systems; that we demand full pro-
